Source D reports that the personnel records at Metro-Coldwyn-Hayer 
Studios, Culver City, California, show that STELLA ADLER, employee No, 16891, 
was employed on September 2, 19hl, at a salary of 4250 per week, being an 
assistant of ARTHUR FREED. She “terminated on January 21, 1942. Her ‘personnel 
folder gives hor address at that time as being the Beverly (iilshire Hotel, and 
indicates that she was born February 10, 1905, in New York City. Her father 
was given as JACOB P. ADLER and her mother as SARAN ADLER, who was noted as 
living at the 5th Avenue Hotel, 5th Avenue and 9th Street, How York City. ` 
Source E, a talent scout, has always been of the impression that LUTHER ADLER, 
who informant states is the brother of STELLA ADLER, has always been somewhat 
Communistically inclined. Informant cannot state as to the source of this 
impression, but clains the impression has been constant. This informant will 
endeavor to obtain additional information as to the activities of the Subjects. 
Insofar as this informant is concerned, there are no other children in the 
fenily save STELLA and LUTHER ADLER.

Àn exceedingly uncomplinentary write-up was given to both the play and the come | 
pany. "Variety" for October 12, 1943, reflects that "Jane Eyre" after leaving 
Los Angeles on October 30 will go to San Francisco for a four-week run. These ~ 
clippings are being retained in instant file. 


Source C confidentially ascertained fron ARTHUR FREED 8 secretary at 
iletro-Goldwyn-Mayer (STELLA ADLER having worked for ARTHUR FREED) that STELLA ` 
ADLER can be reached in care of EDDIE DOWLING, 246 West llth Street, New York 
City. DOWLING is an actor and producer and in August, 19l2 was associating 
with MAX RHEINHARDT, NORMAN BEL GEDDES and RICHARD MYERS in producing a season 
of new plays. 


Source G reports further that STELLA ADLER directed the play "Manhattan 
Nocturne" which opened about October 13, 1913, at the Marilyn Theater in DBalti- 
nore, Maryland, Then the show was taken to New York where it apparently flopped. 
EDDIE DOWLING had the lead and informant reports hearing that he was lousy." 
Ihe story itself by ROY WALLING is about a fallen woman and a woebegone novelist 
who help cach other to redemption.

wife, KARGARET, in which UARGARET NELSON stated that the ADLER family has 

bean connected with the movement for a long time. BERGER told the others 

that the ADLER fanily in Hollysocd had been very instrumental in securing 

the rdease of FRANCES PAGER, erstwhile motion picture actress, from jail, 
and that they had arranged this by "contacting New York", 


BERGER also mentioned that one HALLIR JOLAS (phonetic) is 
now in Hollywood; that this JOIAS remarked that this woman, HEFLIN's wife, 
had worked for the Communist Party in Hexico City for several years. 


The Informant advised that LOO BESGER is an enthusiastic and 
active member of the Communist Party who belongs te the Soamente Section of 
the Party in New York City, and who recently returned from Archangel, Russia, 
where ho lived for some time in Red Army barracks. He reached Archangel as 
a merchant seaman on an American convoy in November, 1942. After returning 
to Mew York, he drove across the country to Hollywood with other 37۰+ 


On April 29, 1943, Spocial Agent H. R. VAN BRIT checked the 
records of the Retail Merchants Credit Association for possible records on 
LOLA ADLER, PEARL ADLER and WLEAKOR PEPLIH, with negative results. However, 
a check of these records under the namo of STELLA ADLER disclosed the follow 
ing information concerning this individual. 


Hy report dated February 24, 1942, STELLA ADLER was described 
as the wife of HAROLD CLURYAN, whose address was given as 3834 Vantage, - 
North Hollywood, California, and also the Beverly Wilshire Hotel, Beverly 


Hills, as well as 25 Vest 54th Street, Kew York City. CLEAN at that time 


vas employed by Columbia Studios as a director and a writer, having bean so 
employed since July, 1941. He was reported to be earning at that time a low 
three figure sum per week. According to this agency, a How York City report 
dated February 24, 1942, revealed that HAROLD CLUREAN had been living on the 
coast for about a year or xore and previously lived at 25 Test 54th Street, 
that city, and took a lease there in October, 1939 on an apartment at the 
rental ef about 22,000 per year. This apartment was occupied principally 

by STELLA ADLER, although CLURMAN stayed thers at times. ‘Tho lease expired 
in Septembar, 1941, but STELLA ADLER moved out prior to that tine. The house

CLURMAN bas worked for 20th Century Fox Studios and in the 
past was president of the Drama Group Theater, Me., which is a well-known 
theatrical producing organization known as the Group Theater. They had a — 
number of successful plays on Broadway, including Lon in ‘hite, Gentle 
People, Rocket to the Hoon, and a number of others. ‘They were activo from 
1931 untila bout a year ago when they discontinued the organization. CIARAN

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was the principal of that producing firm and he is roported to have had 

good returns while identified there. Walter Wanger Productions, 1041 North 
Formosa Avenue, los Angeles, reported on November 11, 1937, that 115 
formerly was in their employ as a story editor but has not been there since 
July 24, 1937. New York City reported February 24, 1942, that CLURMAN's wife, 
STELLA ADLER, is a well known actress and she appeared ín a number of the 
Group Theater plays and was then reported on the coast appearing in motion 
pictures. Those consulted at Major Pictures Corporation, 1040 North las . 
Palmas, Los Angeles, reported on November 1, 1937, that STELLA ADLERWas 

under contract to them, but this expired last month and she is believed now 
free lancing. STELLA ADLER was reported to be capable of earning $750 per 
week and she was said to have formerly been on tho English staze. Now York 
City reported on August 3, 1937, that she had her name changed from STELLA 
ADLER to STELJA ARDLER for picture purposes. New York City reported on 
February 24, 1942, that CLUUHAN and his wife separated off and on in the pasts 
then lived together, aud just what their narital status may be now is not 
known.

ADLER as a local director, along with many individuals long identified with 
front movements.

Kaplan and Livingston, nqud table Building, 6253 Hollywood Boulevard, tele- 
phone Hollywood 7305, advised that he was vary familiar with the case of 
FRANCES FARMER, erstwhile movie star, having arranged a contract for her 
appearance in tiexican pictures at the time sho was on probation from a drunken 
driving chargé. He stated that HAIRY E. SOKOLOV, Attornoy at law, Room 601, 
Equitable Building, was Miss FARMER's attorney in the aforementioned drunken 
driving case. KAPLAN advised that SOKOLGVhad been employed by JOSEPH SCHENK,

STELLA CLURMAN (known as STELLA ADLER) was issued 
passport number 357802 on May وبا‎ 1954, for travel of three 
to four months to France, Itely and England for study and 
vacation. She intended to depart from New York about May 
15, 1954 on board the “Andrea Doria." 


The application for this passport, dated April 
28, 1954, at New York City, listed her permanent address

on September 20, 1942, to HAROLD CLURMAN who resided at 
the same address. 


This passport file contains a deposition dated 
June 23, 1952, at Washington, D. C., by the subject, which 
states in part, "that sometimec in the Autumn of 1937, 
while I was in Hollywood, California, I had attended certain 
meetings which I understood to be 'progressive.! After 
attending two or three of these so-called meetings, I 
wasn't particularly impressed with what progressiveness 
meant. In short, it seemed to me that it was a bit too 
radical for me to take, no less difficult for me to under- 
stand. 


"Shortly thereafter, early in 1938, I went to 
Europe for a year, and, of course, had no further activity 
or attended any of the so-called pregressive meetings. 


"prior to World War II,.I lent my name and in 
some instances, which I cannot immediately recall, it was 
literally taken without my consent for appearances on some 
sort of theatrical or entertainment committee of various 

organizetions. I @id not knowingly give or lend my name 

| to any organizetion which in any woy would be subversive 

1 to or against the best interests of the United States of 
America, 


"I have always been an American and have always 
completely subscribed to the ideals, institutions and the 
philosophy of the American Government and have never once 
swerved from my allegiance to the Constitution of the 

"United States." 5 
On November 1l, 1952, STELLA ADLER CLURMAN wrote 
a letter to the Passport Office, stating "this is to inform 
you that I have never been a member of the Communist Party - 
or to my knowledge, of any organization which was subversive 
to the United States Government." 1
